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fcorious Nature, has, in its lower furface, whieh cxaflly fits the 
upper of the Regului, Cavities, for number, ftapeand bignefs, 
anfwering to the protuberances lately mcntion'd 5 which ar- 
gues, that the Regulm cooled firft with that Inequality of fur- 
face wehavedefcrib'd, and that the lighter and more Recremen- 
ticious fubllance, continuing longer fluid , had thereby oppor- 
tunity to accommodate it fclf to the fuperficial Figure of the 
Regttlusy on which it firft lean'd , and was afterwards coagu- 
lated.

An Account of two Books : 

LFALt^iOLOGU CHRONICA: J Chronological Aicounf 
tf Ancient time : In three farts ; DidaBieal^ /tpodei^tical^ 
Chronical By Robert Gary, D.LL- Devon, LondoDj 1677* 
infsl. 

THe Defign of this elaborate Work fectus to be, to deter- 
mine the juft interval of Time between the great Epoeha 
of the. Creation of the World, and that other of ihe DejlrttCtion 
of Jerufalem by litusVtfpafun , in order to the aflignment of 
fuch particular lime^ wherein Perfons and A6ions of old had 
their Exiftence. For the performance of which, the Learned 
Author divides this his Book into r^r^^main parts. 

In thejfr/? he treats not only of his Meafure in general, which 
is the Tear^ and its parts ; but alfo of the Julian Tear in parti- 
cular, by him efletm'd the fitted f©r his Ufe: confidtring it 
both in it felf, and in relation toother the moft received kinds, 
for the reducing of them to this. Where comes-in the Julian 
Period, of which he difcourfes very fully ; (hewing firfi^ How 
it is made up, viz,, by the Multiplication of the Cycles of the 
Sun, Moon, and fndiftion into one another, as 28 into 19, 
and the produd thereof into 1 5, which produces 7980 , the 
Julian Period, fo called, becaufe accommodated to iht Julian 
Tear ; the ground whereof was taken from the Ancient Greek 
Church, perfefled and promoted in this later Age by JeJ. Sea- 
^^r's^ dexterity. Seee^dlyy What the contrivance is of this 
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Julian Pertei, vU. That every fingle Year in the whole firies 
of 79 8-^ hath its proper Charafterifin , which no other Year, 
befides that, hath. So the firft year of tkis Period hath for 
the Cycle of the Moon^ i ; of the Sun, i ; of IndiGion, 1 5 
which three Cycles together will not be found in the whole Or- 
der, other than the firft. So i t may eafily appear,how the firfl: 
year after the Chriftkn Epoch* was afFefted , the Cycle of the 
Mfiof/t^ ', of the Sun, i o 5 of IndiB.^ : which three Charai^ers 
belong to the 47 14. year of the Jultan Period ; by the concur- 
rence of which three, this Year is difcriminated from all others. 
Whence it will be eafie to accord the Year of the Julian Pe- 
riod with any one of the Chriflian Epocha, by Addition or Sub- 
traftion : As (e.g.) the 605 Yc^r preceding the chri/lian Epo- 
cha, if you jubtraii this number from 4714, the remainder, 
41 rt, is the Year of the Julim Period: And if the Year be 
after Chrift, if thmyonaddto the number of the Year fo 
given 47 1 3, as this year from Chrift's Nativity 1676, you'l 
have it to be the 6389 of the Julian Period, having for its cha- 
raflers that of the Moon,s ', of the Su»,$ ; of /W;c?, 14 : And 
fo you_ have a ready way, by the help of this Period to deter- 
mine the Chara6ers belonging to any Year. 

Having fliew'd the life of this Period, he adds the Method 
of reducing the Years of other Reckonings 10 ihc Julian Tear ^ 
and to that of the Jultan Period ; as that of the zMgjptian or 
JSlabonaffaraans that of the City of Romcj the Grecian and 
'jewjh Year,&c. 

In ihcfecond Parr , are laid down the two Bafesoi Chrono- 
^raphy, viz.. Aflronotnical Obfervations, and Hifiorical Tra- 
dition : Of which iht former nu^ be looked upon as certain 
and demon ft rati ve ; 'Mc later xv.uikht diftinguifhed according 
to theHiflorians a'^ rhey are with us more or lefs creditable, or 
more or lefs corifniaat with others of good credit. Hereoc- 
cur<:.^rfl, d^lhef^uriM oi ARronovAcdLl Phixnomena, GraTaL!e 
of Eeiipfes and other Ccelefiial Appearances , together with si.e 
Time in which they wereobferv'd , according to the V/rirings 
of Hiftorians and Mathematicians, by our Author fpccifitc', 
A^^oc/, Creditable Memorials of theSucccffion of Princes and 
Rulers., fr.rving todircft thefe Inquiries, as is that ccnfiderable 
,Jfircnomical Canon deduced from Nabonajfar to Antoninm 
Piw^ under whom Claud. Ptolom^us ^ the famous z/Egjptinn 
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ivlathematician, flourifhed. And forafmuch as among the mani- 
fold great Events , which have happened in the Gourfe of 
Affairs , ihofe that have been the Original or Eftablifhroent of 
great Families, and Empires, andCities, or the Ext inft ion and 
Subduing of others; the Inftitution and Conftitution of 
Publick Conventions of People; great Inundations and Con- 
flagrations, and other the like l3eftniftions; forafmuch, I 
fay,as fome of thefe have been the occafion and ground of the 
received Epocha^s of Time; our Author makes it part of his 
bufinefs here truly to ftate them : As that of ^ahoftaffar, of the 
O/yw^w^ Computation, of the Foundation of the City of 
Rome, of the Califpic Period , of the Years of the Seleudda, 
the DionyftM^ tjrUn^ and many more ; among which are fevc- 
ral Epecha of Time, antecedent to thofe juft now mention'd | 
as that of the Deftruftion of Trey't the Floods of Ogjges and 
Deucalion i and beyond thefe, the Original of thofe Ancient 
Principalities of Sicyone, Argos and Athens. 

And thefe being determined by our Author , he defcends to 
fome of thofe that are nearer hand ; and in the firPc place, to 
that Memorable Epoch*, wherein all Chronologers , old and 
new, do agree, which is the Beginning of the Principality of 
Cyras, which was Ann, i. Olympiad, 55* Whence appears the 
true State of the Perjian SuccefTion , from €yrus to Alexander, 
or from the taking of Babyknhy the former, unto the taking 
of the fame by the later. Next, he palTes to the points of 
TmebeXo^gmgio Alex. ^J\iagms i, then, to the Succeffion of 
the Ptolowai , to the Death of Cleopatra-^ then, to the Syro- 
Macedonian Succeflion , from Seleucus Nicanor to Antiochus 
Afiaticus. From this Epccha, he tacks about, returning to the 
head of the Perfmn Dignity under Cyrus , which bead was Ar' 
haces^i Revolt from the Ajjyriaff Monarchy , here manifefted to 
be a compleatCenturyof Years before the common received 
Pveckoningby O/yw/iw^j. Andasa concvirrent in time with 
the Medes, he doth in this place explic^'e che Ly^lian SuccefTi- 
on. After which he exhibits the Babylonian Succc[.'',oi>,beginning 
5t JVaUnaffar, unto theexpugnation of Babylon o; Cyrus , and 
the exterinination of Nalonidat: And then, -he Alfyrian Suc- 
cefTion from Belus to Sardanavalns ; which he clear- ^>cmOb- 
je^ions, and efpecially a main one of BiiLop tlfher.. 1 which 
ftefubjoynsiwoothcr Lines of Succeflion precede o the 
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Afffria»f but fubfcquent one of them to the other, feil of the 
Chaldaan and the Arabian : Where he notes the Extravagance 
of the Chaldean Reckoning. And Co our Author fa at length 
got up to the Head of the iJ^4» Government, as far as Human 
Writers could guide him* 

After this, he proceeds to the tMgyptian Succeflion, and ha- 
ving taxed the Vaunt of this Nation concerning their Antiqui- 
ty ,and confider'djwhat other Chronologers do deliver of their 
Succeflion, he gives us a perfeft Scheme of their Chronology, 
from Mefifs, to the Conqueft of t^gypf by Jlexander Mag- 
nus. 

This done , he examines the Chinenfian Succeflion in their 
fevera! FamiJie'*, as it is ftiew'd by D. IfMcVoJfim out of Mur- 
tinius ; as alfo by Joh.Nieuhoft \ arguing withal the credibility 
thereof. 

Having thus in many places of the World fearched out the 
Originals of Government, by following the Line of their Suc- 
ct^\^Vi%ord,ineretrogr(ido\ he pafTes in the laft place to furvey 
the Reckonings of the Holy Land , the Jewi and Hebrews of 
old Time, according to thofe Ancient Records,the H.Seriptures', 
that fo if he can obtain thisend of his labours, which is, 
to fee a good agreement between thefe feveral Lines, i'/^. of 
the Genttle Draughr,and of the Jewijb prorra6ion,nien may fie 
down well content therewith, as having mafter'd a matter of no 
final 1 importance. 

Here then, he (hews a fare (as heefleemsit) connexion of 
Sacred and Profane Story in the firft year of Evilmeredac; 
reprefents a Scheme of Concurrent Succefllons from Nabopo- 
lajfar to the death of Alexander M', gives a true ftate of the 
Babyloman Succeffion from kvilmerodac to Darius the Mede ^ 
expounds Daniel's LXK Weeks in the next Literal fenfe, giving 
withal, in due place, an Interpretation of the fame Week,in the 
Myftical fenfejmakes the firfl: of C^rus or the Perfian Menarehjf, 
the fame with that of the Jewi^ Reduflion out of Babyion , e- 
fVeeming that as a fecond Point of connexion of Sacred and 
Secular Hiftory. This done^ he makes a digreflion to a fober 
inquiry touching the Bufinefs of the Great Synagogue in dige* 
fting and compiling the Body of H. Scriptures of the Old Tc- 
ftament, as by us received* To which he fubjoyns a Scheme of 
BighPriep^ fxom the Heturn of the Bahyknm Capijyity tc 
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the Death of AlexAnder M. out of Syn(eUui\ adding his own 
amendments thereunto. 

Thefe matters being difpatched by him, and thereby the 
paflage fmoothed for our Author's further progrefs , he gives us 
the courre of Succeffion in the Line of the Jervip High Priefts 
from Jaddna^ to thecxtinftion of the High Priefthood it felf : 
In the doing of which, he fettles the Scheme of H^r^^'s Line, 
asa thing very ufcful for the underflanding of the Books of the 
NewTtftament, and for the fixing of his Intended Scheme. 

After that our Author hath follow'd his defign down along 
the courfe of Succcflion amongft the People of the Jevesy as far 
as was needful, and even poffible for him , unto the De(!ru6ion 
of Jerujaiem under Titus, which he places in the Year of the 
JulianPcr. ^-j^-i^c^r.Chr.vHtg.io ; He returns to the Point 
of Time whence this Line began to be drawn, which was a for- 
mer deftruftion of City and Tctnple under Aehchadnezar^Av. 
Jul. Per* 4125. From whence he continues his Line upwards, 
as high as the Creation, by the direflion of the H Scripture, in 
agreement with other approved Reckonings , to be met with in 
Forram Writers. And this Line he divides into thefe fcur Spa- 
ces : I. From the conflagration of the Temple Jaft mentioned, 
unto the firft Ere6ion of the fame by Solomon. 2. From the 
Building of the fame, unto the Deliveranceof the Ifraelitcs out 
of e^Egypt, ^. From thence to the Birth of Jbraham. 4. From 
this to Noibs Flood, 3i\d Co to the Creation: Noting, upon oc- 
cafion, thefeeming Difference between the Scriptures, Jefefhus, 
znd Julius Jfrieanus , and niafterly reconciling them ; though 
the Differeiice between the i^?4pri2 and the Sfptuagint, in the 
Yearsof the Genitnreof the Patriarchs, he, in his Judgment 
as well as in that of others, irreconci'eable. And here, he takes 
occafionfo intimate the defign of the Offending Party; exa- 
mining and refeljing the Charge againft theLXXII 5 and affert- 
ing.that the Numbers which we have in our Books of the LXXII 
fgenerally fpeaking) are the very fame with thofe which were 
of the Septuagi»t's dcfcription ; and proving it by Jul. JfricH' 
fius, Eufehius, Demetrius, and others ; and acknowledging Jo- 
fephus to be an unreprovable Witnefs of the truth of thefe 
Numbers, and alledging Dr. If, Vcffius^ as a Learned vitfdex of 
him. To which he adds, that the reckoning by thefe Numbers 
hath been theconftant: Reckoning of all Chriftian Churches for 
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the firfl: 900 years, and more* asalfo, that the RccJkoningof 
the Eaftern Churches is the very fame to this day. He takes 
alfo notice , that the Credit of the Seftuagint was at jfirft 
queftioned by Mifcreant Jews, afterwards confronted by crofs 
Tranflations of JquiU^Symmachsti, ^ndTheedotien^ all of them 
averfe to theChriltian Doflrine. Further, he lays open the 
opportun!ty,which the Rabhies^ that lived in Adrians timejhad 
of making an alteration in the Tf^^retv Copies, that were then 
in being ; and fbews theunconcemednefsof Chriftiansinthac 
matter. Where he alfo declares his account of the prefent He- 
^revp Copy ; which though it be to him confiderabie, yet is ic 
not (with hirojof force fufficient to make him fufpeft the truth 
of the LXX in the Premifcs. 

Aad if it be demanded, why the fa'idRabbies fhouldbemore 
felicitous about this matter of Curtailing thefe Numbers of the 
Age of the World, thanaboutaltering any thing befides, which 
perhaps would have been more to their purpofe , as, for Exam- 
ple, in the Texts which concern the Perfon and Office of the 
Meffias ; if they had a mind, or dared, to have made an altera, 
tion at all ? He anfwers. That they muft needs fee, that the Al- 
Uw^artee of thefe Numbers of the LXXIJ, would have prov'd 
theabfolute ruineof their Gaufe more effeflualiy , than any 
thing that could be alledged againft them. For, it would have 
demonftrated the Time of the Mtffiah to have been fully come 
and paft, according to the general Tenes: of their Schools , fol- 
lowing herein the appointments of the Prophets, and of thofe 
others that were the later Commentators ; Now moreefpecially 
at fuch time, when after the DefVrudion of City, Teniple, Go- 
vernment, 5 500 years of the Worlds continuance being over, 
what more could they expeS of a Mejjiah yet to come within 
his appointed time ? For, it is but of late days, that they ufe 
this defperate Plea , that it is for their Sins the Meffiah ftil! de- 
lays his coming. Whereas for other Texts, which do refer to 
the Perfon and Office of theMepah, pointed at in the Books 
of the Prophets , they had wit and means enough , as they 
thought, toelude the force of them by afinifterinterpretationj 
as we fee fince, they have a (forry) fliift fo to do. 

Having given this account of his fenfe concerning the S**/!- 
ttMgitttj and of the Motive inducing the htet Jeivs to tfie Al- 
seratioQttiention'd; he further obferves the guilt of the Sam*- 
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tmicX the like Tranrgrcffion,upon the fame accountjyet noting 
wichal the difference between them , as a Confutation of each 
other: Concluding this whole Part,with his Declaration on be- 
half of the LXX.and the Terms of hisSubniiffion ;as alfo with 
ifour other Charges againft the Ihorter Reckoning (which feem 
very important ;; and with Reflexions on what Petxvius hath 
done in defence of the VulgArLatinszad of what Bifhop tljher,in 
defence of the Mafera : Shewing withal a perfeft Agreement of 
the5^/>/»<«^/»rjReckoning with the Memorials ofSecular Hiftory, 
Chinettfim^Chdddan^fsMgjptian.kvid fo much of the Seconii Parr. 
The^z&if^and lafl: Pare, which is Cammal, ("as the firft hath 
been Dida^iieAl^zx^d the fecond, Jpodeiifieal,) is drawn much 
after the Pattern of Helvitus the Germtn Chronologer, Cas is 
owned by the Author himfclf^which is one of the moft compre- 
henfive and beft Forms that is extant.
